The calendar: year 1915 not 
only surpasses all previous ree- 
ords for volume of business of 
the United States with foreign 
nations,” but it has many remark- 
able features, showing that for the 
présent at least, we not only con- 
trol in bulk of commerce of the 
world as between ‘nations, but that 
the gold of the world is also 
coming’ to the United States in 
such volume as to have a serious 
effect upon foreign treasuries 
which will ultimately result in a 
record high premium upon the 
Precious metal. This has not been 
brought about by any political 
policy ‘within our own borders, 
and there can be no partisanship 
attached to it in any way. It is 
due entirely to the action of the 
foreign nations themselves and is 
a natural consequence of the Eu- 
ropean war. 

The aggregate value of our ex- 
ports to foreign countries during 
the’ year” 1915 18 $3,550,915,393, a 
gain of over 30 per cent over the 
highest previous total in our his- 
tory. The shipment of munitions: 
of wur and kindred materials was 
a little in excess of 61,100,000, 
000, so even aside from these war 
commodities. the volume of our 
trade was as great as our prev- 
ious. record year. Foodstuffs 
figured in the grand total to the 
amount of 51,00, 000,000, one-half 


of this sum being 
Meat and meat products amount- 
‘ed to more than 600,000, 000. The 
balance Was composed of assorted 
merchandige and manufactures. 
In the vast total the amount of 
Foreign goods re-exported was less 
than $3,000,000. So it will be 
seen: that’ practically the whole 
ambunt of our exports to foreign 
lands was the produet of our 
own natural home resources. Not 
‘another ‘country in the world 
eould make such a showing. 
On the other side of the ac- 
count, our imports from abroad 
amounted to $1,778,605,855. So 
the excess of exports or balance 
of ‘trade in our favor was 81,722, 
309,538. The total of our trade 
relations with other nations was 
therefore 65,329, 521,248, and one. 
third of it is the trade balance in 
our favor. This is about three 
and one-half times greater than 
our average trade balance for a 
mumber of years past. The total 
value of the imports was the law- 
est for some years, In 1914 the 
total was $1,789,276,001 and in 
1913 it was $1,792,596,480, While 
for 1912 the total reached $1, 
813,073,055. During 1915 the duty 
free imports comprised 68.7 per 
cent of the total, and in Decem- 
ber this percentage was 71.7 per 
‘eent for the month.

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The Stockton Mail thinks that 
sensational evangelists trayeling 
about the country under the aus- 
pices of King Gold may soon find 
themselves without organized 
backing. Three of the great de- 
nominations’ of the country 
Southern Baptists, Presbyterians 
and Episcopalians—have’ under- 
taken a special form of evange- 
listie work which has no place for 
radicals, 

A contributer to an eastern 
néwspaper, writing under the 
name of Religious Rambler,“ 
makes it plain that the new 
movement, already under way, 
will attempt the work that Billy 
Sunday purports to do; but in an 
entirely different manner. In- 
stead of holding union evangelis- 
tie services under the leadership 
of an evangelist who is connected 
with no particular creed: and get- 
ting rich as a result, they will 
have their own evangelists, each 
man being responsible to an of- 
ficial board for his utterances. 

Already, owing to its organized 
evangelistic efforts, the southern 
Baptists have an inerease in ge- 
dessions thus far in the current. 
year of 20,000 persons. The Epis- 
copalians report no figures for 
their church. wide advent preach- 
ing mission, but it has resulted in 
large congregations and added in- 
terest.. The Presbyterians, after 
long preparatory investigation, 
have this month begun the actual 
operation of their new method of 
Presbyterian evangelism, 

Notwithstanding its historic 
conservatism’ the southern Baptist 
denomination is first to employ a 
staff of professional evangelists 


as an integral part of its home 


mission board equipment, As early 
at 1907, the Baptists recognized 
the need of denominational evan- 
gelism as distinguished from the 
Sunday brand and appointed the 
clergymen to travel as evangelists 
within prescribed territorial lim- 
its. The compensation of these 
evangelists was, of course, met by 
the official board. So successful 


were they that their number was 


soon increased to twenty-five. 

Apparently this method elim- 
inates most of the objections that 
have been urged against profes- 
sional, no-sect evangelists. Being 
on a salary, the denominational 
evangelists will have no incentive 
to promote large collections. Fur- 
thermore, the evangelist becomes 
less conspicuous than the revival 
and the one-man impression is 
dissipated.

In one well bored in that ideality, 
a stratum of salt water, strongly im- 
pregnated with ‘alkali, was struck, 
but as no log of the well was kept, 
it Was impossible to tell the extent 
of the strange conditions. Some well- 
boring operations are about to be 
commenced on the Santa Paula 
ranch east. of Stratford, and it is 
said that a log of the wells will be 
kept ahd a record of the different 
strata secured,
